Part of the aging process is said to 
include the ability to remember events 
in the distant past more vividly than 
what may have happened yesterday. 

With that in mind, I take pen in 
hand and accept the challenge of recall¬ 
ing my most memorable Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Day. 

The year is 1987. The place is Pimlico 
race course. It is the dawn of the second 
running of the Maryland Million. 

A restless night's sleep had followed 
many months of preparation for what 
later we would call Our Finest Hour. 

Time 0900: We arrive by van at Barn 
E, on the old side of Pimlico. Cockey 
Johnson, the stall man, hollers, "Bill, I

saved the two stalls you used when D.T 
won the Preakness as part of your 'get 
lucky.' " Guess all race trackers are su¬ 
perstitious—stall men or trainers. 

Number two son Kevin had brought 
along each horse's regular groom and 
exercise rider, instead of following our 
usual procedure of just using the head 
traveling lad. Our dress rehearsal had 
prepared us well. They set up like a 
well-oiled machine. There wasn't much 
for me to do except pace outside the 
shed row. 

Snowden Carter stopped by and 
asked which horse I liked. 1 told him 
that was easy. They would all win. 

Shortly after, Tony Matos, agent for 
Laffit Pincay, the California-based rid¬ 
ing star who was to have the mount on 
three of our six starters, stopped by to 
let me know they had made it to Bal¬ 
timore. I had guaranteed him that they 
would earn $3,000, plus all expenses. 1 
wasn't worried, because he only had to 
win one race to make that much, and 1 
knew he could win three. Tony said the 
flight was good, and the hotel was fine. 
It wasn't until much later that I found 
out that Baltimore had a hotel room that 
cost $400 per night, and he had brought 
four people.

Then post time approached and the 
countdown started for our two-filly en¬ 
try of Praise Her (owned by Mrs. Miles 
Valentine) and Angelina County 
(owned by Mrs. Carey Miller) in the 
second race, the $100,000 Omni Inter¬ 
national Maryland Oaks. 

We had named Pincay to ride Praise 
Her and Mario Pino aboard Angelina 
County. Mario fit Angie like a glove. 
But truthfully, 1 thought Praise Her, 
pushed by Laffit Pincay, might prove 
better in the stretch. 

At any rate, the time came. Kevin 
said: "Dad, go to the paddock and give 
instructions and put the tack on them. 
I'll keep sending winners over." 

One must never show fear in the 
face of the enemy. 

Because Praise Her had recently de¬ 
veloped a habit of lugging, we had 
equipped her with a burr on the bit for 
the first time. Naturally, as Murphy's 
Law would have it, she ducked left the 
first step out of the gate, bothering the 
horse inside. 

As the field entered the stretch, our 
entry was racing head and head on the 
lead. Angelina Country proved best in 
the final strides for a one-length victory 
under the local rider. Praise Her and 
Pincay finished second. 

That brought a lot of smiling faces to 
the winner's circle. 

But looming over it all was the flash¬ 
ing inquiry sign. 1 tried my best to re¬ 
call: Did current Maryland rules re¬ 
quire the disqualification of both halves 
of an entry? Since Angelina County's 
owner is the wife of a prominent law¬ 
yer, I turned and put the question to 
him. He immediately replied: "You 
dummy—you're the trainer. You tell 
me!" 

After four score and seven years, the 
stewards finished their deliberations, 
disqualifying Praise Her from second

stand. 

Still, our California connections 
were filled with apprehension about a 
possible suspension. 1 noticed chief 
steward Clinton Pitts confering with 
Praise Her's owner Mrs. Valentine, and 
lip read the conversation, gaining the 
interpretation that the rider would be 
held blameless. 

Relayed same to Tony Matos, so as 
not to dampen his enthusiasm for the 
rest of the day. 

Time 1400: All is well. One already 
in the bag. Now in the 2-year-old race— 
the $100,000 Business Express Mary¬ 
land Nursery—we will be represented 
by none other than Sean's Ferrari. This 
bay colt was owned by Jim (McKay) 
McManus #1, of ABC, Jim McManus 
#2, of Business Express Airlines (which 
sponsored the race), and yours truly, 
Bonita Farm. 

Sean's Ferrari had finished a tiring 
fifth ten days earlier, prompting me to 
advise Jim McManus #1 that it was just 
what he needed after his layoff to win 
on Maryland Million Day. 

Hollywood could not have gener¬ 
ated a better script. At the head of the 
stretch. King's Snow, the 3-5 favorite, 
and Sean's Ferrari were battling for the 
lead. Laffit Pincay aboard our horse on 
the inside and Kent Desormeaux and 
the other on the outside. Age and wis¬ 
dom against youth and desire. The 
struggle ensued every step to the wire 
and ended in a close photo, with us 
being declared the winner. 

The first person I grabbed in the box 
seat section was Jim McManus #1. 
Alas, here stood the premier sports 
commentator of the country, and he 
was speechless. Later in the day he said 
that during the stretch drive he had 
turned into an animal. 

It was an amazing scene in the win¬ 
ner's circle, with Jim McManus #2 ac¬ 
cepting his own trophy from Business 
Express. Fittingly, his company had 
been one of the first Maryland Million 
sponsors. 

Time 1530: Back at Barn E 1 advise 
Kevin that the pressure is off with Pin- 
cay's retainer, because now he had 
earned the minimum. He replied: "For¬ 
get about that. Now we go for the gold." 
Our next one to race was named Gold 
Glove. 

The little liver chestnut-colored filly 
came to the paddock for the sixth race. 


the $150,000 First National Bank of 
Maryland Ladies, at the absolute peak 
of her campaign that year. I advised 
Laffit that she did her running late, but 
to be sure he had room when he asked 
her, as she responded immediately. 

When she went to the drive it was 
like watching a moving piece of fine art. 
Her stride carried her flying to the front 
at the sixteenth pole, and she drew 
clear at the wire. 

First, I apologized to the owner, Mr. 
Phil Fanning, for the punch I gave him 
when the field reached the quarter 
pole. At that point I was certain we 
would win, and sort of lost control mo¬ 
mentarily. 

My wife Joan and I floated out the 
grandstand back door, and over to Barn 
E. There was much handshaking and 
back-slapping. The final result: Three 
wins and one third. (Two other starters 
had finished out of the money.) And 
they had all returned safe and sound. 

Time 1630: Before we loaded to ship 
home, Tony Matos came by the barn. I 
asked him if the three-horse parlay had 
gotten him enough money to take back 
to California. He smiled and said it 
should have, but he let it all ride on 
Tammaro's horse in the seventh race. 
Must admit he had heart. 

Time 1730: After the van left for 
home, Joan and I went to the Baltimore 
Country Club for dinner with Jim and 
Margaret McManus and their guests. 
Sometime during the cocktail hour I 
heard Reg Murphy, the Sunpapers CEO, 
telling someone that his paper was 
checking into whether or not we had 
set a new record for a trainer—winning 
three races worth $100,000 or more on 
the same day at the same track. 

It didn't even seem to matter, at that 
moment, as we were quite mellowed 
out by then. How does Woody Ste¬ 
phens put it? "Some nights the steak 
tastes sweeter than others." □

It was like finding a hole in the bottom of the 
bag," says Country Life Farm business manager Mike 
Pons. "An awful, hollow feeling ..." 

The first crop of foals by Country Life's young stal¬ 
lion Carnivalay came to the races as 2-year-olds in 1989. 
At the end of August, he got his first stakes winner, his 
son Groscar capturing the Open Mind Stakes at Mon¬ 
mouth. Groscar figured to be one of the favorites in the 
Maryland Million 2-year-old race coming up a week 
and a half later. But his name never appeared on the 
program, because he hadn't been nominated to the 
Maryland Million. 

The one who got away. 

Two years later, it still eats away at Josh Pons, 37- 
year-old attorney and Blood-Horse columnist who is 
overall manager of family-owned Country Life Farm 
near Bel Air. 

Since then, the farm's stallion service contracts have 
borne this clause: "Owner Agrees To Nominate Result¬ 
ing Foal To Maryland Million Program, And If Eligible, 
To The Maryland-Bred Fund Program." 

If the Ponses sound like Maryland Million evangel¬ 
ists, well, they're speaking from experience.

Coun¬ 
try Life's 1990 freshman stallion Allen's Prospect sired 
the winners of not one, but both 2-year-old races—his 
son Xray won the $100,000 Crown Central Petroleum 
Maryland Nursery and his daughter Ameri Allen the 
$100,000 USF&G Maryland Lassie. Another filly by 
Allen's Prospect, Ritchie Trail, finished second in the 
Lassie. 

Country Life stands four stallions: Allen's Prospect 
(by Mr. Prospector), Carnivalay (by Northern Dancer), 
Corridor Key (by Danzig) and Citidancer (by Dixieland 
Band). 

Thanks to those young stallions, the Ponses' farm is 
the leading up-and-coming commercial breeding es¬ 
tablishment in the state. Carnivalay, who had three 
stakes winners—Valay Maid, Groscar and Lucky Lady 
Lauren—in his first crop, and Allen's Prospect were 
Maryland's top ranking freshman sires in 1989 and '90. 
Corridor Key's first crop, consisting of 40 registered 
foals, are 2-year-olds this year. Citidancer entered stud 
in 1991. 

Josh and Mike Pons gave their views on the Mary¬ 
land Million in an interview with MARYLAND HORSE 
managing editor Lucy Acton: 
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Question: Maybe you could start by describing the impact 
the Maryland Million has had on the state's breeding indus¬ 
try, and your farm in particular. 

Answer: (Josh Pons) Where would we be without 
the Maryland Million? It's the envy of every state in the 
country. California has just adopted something like 
it—although theirs is for state-breds, while the Mary¬ 
land Million is for Maryland-sired horses. 

To see what it would be like without the Maryland 
Million, you just have to look at the breeding industries 
in the states surrounding us. 

The economic climate in the breeding industry is 
extremely tough these days. Breeding farms are be¬ 
coming an endangered species. Accentuating the posi¬ 
tive is the only thing that will keep us going. And here 
in Maryland, one of the most positive things we have is 
the Maryland Million. 

For us, it's more than a day of racing. It's a marketing 
device for our stallions throughout the year. 

We have clientele sending mares from Kentucky, 
New York, Virginia, who almost certainly wouldn't 
have come here if it hadn't been for the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion. Our out-of-state patronage was very large last 
spring—partly because of what Allen's Prospect ac¬ 
complished in the 1990 Maryland Million. About 30 
percent of the mares we bred this year came from Vir¬ 
ginia, and ten percent of them had outstanding, Sar¬ 


atoga-type pedigrees. This was our best year ever for 
booking real quality mares. 

Our stallions probably have more foals born out-of- 
state and raised out-of-state than those at any farm in 
Maryland. 

Allen Paulson (nationally prominent owner and ma¬ 
jor shareholder with Country Life in Allen's Prospect) 
sends ten mares to this stallion every year. He has 40 or 
50 Maryland Million-eligible horses (most born out of 
state). When Mr. Paulson's Xray won the Nursery last 
year, it was the biggest victory he had by a 2-year-old 
all season, and his biggest win by a homebred. 

Q; How can you tell whether clients are attracted by the 
Maryland Million, or something else? Your stallions are the 
kind that would be popular with a lot of people, even without 
the Maryland Million. 

A: (Mike Pons) You don't always know. Like any 
program, the Maryland Million expands your oppor¬ 
tunities, but you have to work at it constantly in order 
for your stallions to make it. 

It's a constant sales effort. We aggressively market 
our horses. We'll get in the car and drive to Virginia to 
talk to a broodmare owner. We try to dance all the 
dances, and the Maryland Million is one part of it. 

(Josh Pons) One of our most effective sales tools is 
our video, which is based a lot on the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion. It shows scenes from last year's races—we really 
tried to capture the excitement of what the Maryland 
Million is all about. The video cost $5,000 to make, and 
it's been five times as productive as a brochure. It takes 
14 minutes to watch, which is less time than a person 
might spend trying to locate his stallion register to look 
up a phone number. And people can see what we're 
talking about. 

If somebody calls me about breeding to one of our 
stallions, and he's undecided, I send him a video— 
along with a stallion contract and a stamped return 
envelope—by Express Mail. It arrives at his office the 
next day, and nine times out of ten the response is 
favorable. 

It's a lot easier for someone to watch a video than get 
in his car and drive two or three hours to see the horse. 

(Mike Pons) In some ways, the economy is working 
in favor of programs like the Maryland Million. If you 
talk to stallion and broodmare managers in Kentucky, 
they'll all tell you they're suffering a loss of mares to 
states such as Maryland and New York. Today's market 
works against a guy from Virginia or Maryland or New 
Jersey who wants to breed to a moderately priced stal¬ 
lion in Kentucky. He has to pay a lot of money to ship 
her down there, and a lot of money in board bills. The 
return on his investment isn't likely to cover those 
costs. 

But he can ship his mare up here from Middleburg 
(Va.) in only two and a half hours, and have her re¬ 
turned that same day. A lot of people are keeping their 
mares at home, to save expenses.

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Regional markets are likely to get stronger, in the 
near future, as this happens more and more. There 
will be deeper market penetration by Maryland stal¬ 
lions. 

Of course, another factor in our getting more out-of- 
state mares (and in-state mares too, for that matter) is 
the closing of Windfields. Its leaving (in the summer of 
1988) created a void. Now several farms are handling 
that business, instead of just one. 

Q; How difficult is it to sell people on the idea of nominat¬ 
ing horses to the Maryland Million? 

(Josh Pons) To me, the real test is when somebody 
like Ted Carr (farm manager for Paulson's Brookside 
Farm in Versailles, Ky.) says it's worth doing. If you can 
convince a guy in Kentucky that a program in Mary¬ 
land has merit . . . 

The man who bred and owns Groscar (in New Jer¬ 
sey) has since nominated every single one of his foals 
to the Maryland Million. He still feels the sting. Once 
people know the risk of not doing it . . . 

We keep a list of all our stallions' babies. When the 
deadline (for nominations) approaches, we get on the

phone and call people, to make sure they haven't for¬ 
gotten. Very seldom do we have any problems. 
They've been told up front that this is something we 
expect, and it's in all our best interests. 

We also encourage people to let their mares foal in 
Maryland, to take advantage of the Maryland Fund. 
Orme Wilson (the late president of the Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Association) commonly did that. He would 
send his mares up here in time to foal, so he could have 
a horse that was eligible for both programs. The Mary¬ 
land Million and Maryland Fund complement each 
other. They're a one-two punch that's hard to beat. 

Q: It's probably worth pointing out that the first four 
Maryland Millions were a disappointment to Country Life. 
It wasn't until your two good stallions came along — Carni- 
valay and Allen's Prospect—that you started getting big re¬ 
wards from it. 

A: (Josh Pons) But of course we didn't know they 
were going to be our good stallions. We had plenty of 
hope for some other stallions that didn't pan out for 
one reason or another, before that. 

It was tough until last year. We were the only major 
farm in Maryland whose stallions hadn't sired a Mary¬ 
land Million winner. We used to feel like we were going 
to the dance without a date. We'd look around at all 
those banners at the Maryland Club reception and 
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think, one day it will be our turn. There was no doubt that 
day would come. 

Q: And the aftermath of those victories in 1990 has been 
everything you'd hoped for? 

A: (Josh Pons) Within the span of one hour, Allen's 
Prospect's progeny earnings shot up by $140,000. 

You could downplay it by pointing out that they 
were restricted races. But the market doesn't penalize 
for restricted earnings. Earnings are earnings. We 
were in the right place at the right time, and that made 
it all worthwhile. 

(Mike Pons) It was the biggest day for the farm since 
1961, the year that Carry Back (a son of Country Life 
stallion Saggy) won the Kentucky Derby and Preak- 
ness and Sherluck (by Country Life's Correspondent) 
won the Belmont. 

We got calls from everywhere. We felt like we were 
no longer Maryland's best-kept secret. □ 

Carnivalay received the stallion of the year award for 1990 
from the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. At this 
year's Maryland Million festivities, Allen's Prospect/Coun¬ 
try Life Farm will receive special recognition from the Mary¬ 
land Racing Writers' Association and the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen's Association.

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|n 1984, it was an idea. 

In 1991, the Maryland Million is an established tradition, ranking with the Preakness and the 
Budweiser International as one of Maryland's greatest racing days. 

It has been admired and imitated across the country, from West Virginia to California. 

More than $5 million in purse money has been awarded to the owners of Maryland-sired 
Thoroughbreds. Trainers and jockeys have benefited with their shares of the purses. Laurel and 
Pimlico have enjoyed big days at the gate and the mutuel windows. 

Maryland stallion owners and syndicates now attract more out-of-state and more good mares 
because of the program. Every time an out-of-state owner wins one of our races with a homebred, it 
means that he or she brought a mare to Maryland to be bred—and those owners have brought their 
horses to the Million from many places, from New Jersey to California to Canada. 

Quite frankly, the organization and administration of the program have been accomplished at 
low cost and by a small group of people, most of them volunteers. Only Joe Kelly, who works part- 
time on publicity. Cricket Goodall, who spends most of her time on the Maryland Million, and Rich 
Wiicke, who spends about a third of his, receive any compensation. 

What they accomplish each year is really remarkable, but everything else, including the 
acquisition of sponsors, is achieved by volunteers. Our president, Jeff Huguely, is an extremely busy 
executive who puts in more hours than he should to the work of the Million. The same is true of our 
committee chairmen and their members. 

The time has now arrived for broader volunteer participation on the part of all aspects of 
Maryland racing and breeding. As groups, they have been totally supportive—the horsemen, the 
breeders and the race tracks. 

But we need more individuals contributing their time and talents to recruiting sponsors (whether 
$50,000 or $1,000), to making sure that owners nominate their foals on time, and to many other 
functions. 

All of us in the sport need to remind people over and over again that a foal need not be 
Maryland-bred—only Maryland-sired—to participate. 

At a time when the horse world's problems have been multiplying, the Maryland Million has been 
a smashing success story. 

To continue to thrive and grow, it must stand on its own feet, or rather, on the feet of all the state's 
horse people. What has been a labor of love for a few must now become a responsibility accepted 
by everyone who benefits from the program—which means all of us who love and support 
Maryland racing. 













Inspiring team effort 


Bn only five years, Maryland Million Day 
has become an accepted tradition for the 
exhibition and promotion of Maryland's 
thriving Thoroughbred breeding and racing 
industry. With Jim McKay, the originator of 
the Maryland Million, leading the way, the 
program is succeeding in its purposes. 

From the outset, a spirit of cooperation 
developed among all factions—breeders, 
owners, trainers, stallion syndicates, track 
owners and racing fans. Their efforts were 
reinforced by the endorsement of state 
government and commercial sponsorship. As 
early as the third running, the Maryland 
Million was hailed as an institution in a state 
where acceptance is sometimes a slow 
process. 

The sixth Maryland Million will be run at 
Pimlico on Sunday, September 8, 1991. The 
45 races contested on the five earlier 


Maryland Million programs drew a total of 
407 starters. 

The outlook is even brighter for the 
1990s. Some 4,463 Maryland-sired horses 
are eligible for the sixth Maryland Million, 
undeniable proof of acceptance by breeders 
and owners. This year a record 807 2-year- 
olds helped swell the total. Encouraging too 
is the fact that more than 700 current 
yearlings, who will become 2-year-olds on 
January 1, 1992, have been nominated. 

The statistics and charts which appear in 
this preview guide relate in detail the story 
of the first five Maryland Million programs. 

It is a firm foundation for the future of the 
innovative $1 million event, the first state 
Thoroughbred sire-oriented program in the 
nation. So successful has the concept proved 
that other states—California, West Virginia 
and New Mexico for example—have 
instituted similar projects. 


A host of Thoroughbred events 


Blmong the state's recently-established 
traditions is Thoroughbred Week in 
Maryland, immediately preceding the annual 
running of the Maryland Million. 

Governor William Donald Schaefer has 
declared August 31 to September 8 
Thoroughbred Week in Maryland, with the 
sixth Maryland Million scheduled for 
Sunday, Septembers, 1991 at Pimlico. 

An innovation for Thoroughbred Week this 
year is the Horse Country Tour, which will 
take place on Saturday and Sunday, Aug. 

31 and Sept. 1. Thoroughbred farms in 
Baltimore, Carroll and Harford counties will 
welcome visitors during the two-day tour. 

Other events scheduled are a Polo Match; 
Fair Hill Races; the Maryland Million Golf 
Tournament; the Maryland Racing Writers' 
Crab Feast; the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association's Breakfast of 
Champions and the Gala Reception on the 
evening before Maryland Million Day. More 
than 4,400 horses are eligible for this year's 
running of the widely acclaimed stallion 
stakes program.

Rundown of likely starters 
in sixth Maryland Million 


a few golden hours on Sunday, 
September 8, at Pimlico, Thoroughbred 
breeders and owners will happily put aside 
their recurring tribulations associated with 
breeding mares, birthing foals and raising 
horses to celebrate Maryland Million day. 

This sixth Maryland Million program will 
take on a new look in that for the first time a 
steeplechase has been added—the $ 50,000 
Ryland Homes Maryland Steeplechase 
Handicap at about two miles and one- 
sixteenth over National fences. The purse for 
jumpers is in addition to the $1 million 
already offered for nine Maryland Million 
stakes events, topped by the $ 200,000 
Budweiser Maryland Classic. 

Predictably, the most repeated 
observation to be heard at Pimlico on 
September 8 will be: 

''It does not seem possible that this is the 
sixth Maryland Million!" 

Undeniably, it was five years ago 
(October 18, 1986) when the Maryland 
Million was introduced, in what the 
Maryland Horse described as a "rush of 
state pride." Founder Jim McKay had refused 


to wait another year as some were then 
advising. He sensed—correctly—that the 
time was right to join with the Maryland 
racing renaissance of the 1980s and launch 
the innovative stallion stakes program. 

The Maryland Million has written its own 
page of racing history and is now firmly 
established on the state's turf schedule, 
ranking in fan appeal with the Preakness, the 
Budweiser International and the Pimlico 
Special as a festive day at the races. 

Heading the line-up of potential starters 
on this year's Maryland Million Day is 
Maryland's pride and joy. Safely Kept. The 
5-year-old daughter of Horatius, who 
recently boosted her earnings past the $2 
million mark, used the Maryland Million as a 
steppingstone to the Breeders' Cup in 1989 
and 1990. Two years ago she was voted the 
nation's sprint champion after a narrow loss 
to Dancing Spree in the Breeders' Cup 
Sprint-Gl; last year she added a Sprint 
victory to the top of her long list of 
accompi ishments. 

Safely Kept will be seeking an 
unprecedented third straight victory in the 












$100,000 State of Maryland Distaff 
Handicap at six furlongs. Among her 
brave-hearted challengers is likely to be the 
sturdy 7-year-old In the Curl, who will be 
making her sixth Maryland Million 
appearance. In the Curl would be the only 
runner to make it to the post every year since 
1986. She has never failed to earn a check 
in the Maryland Million, her best effort being 
a second to Safely Kept In 1989. Originally 



owned by Meadow Stable, In the Curl now 
races for Nick Rinaldi. 

Fillies and mares might be the strongest 
contingent on Maryland Million Day '91. 
Chicago-based Countus In, also a model of 
consistency. Is being pointed for the 
$150,000 First National Bank of 
Maryland Ladies, a mile and an eighth on 
the turf. Countus In, who races for her 
breeder, Louisville (Ky.) attorney Charles G. 
Middleton III, could join Safely Kept as a 
three-time Maryland Million winner. She has 
accounted for the last two runnings of the 
Ladies. After her 1990 triumph, she went on 
to capture the Grade 1 Matriarch Stakes at 
Hollywood Park. 

Unlike Safely Kept, Countus In is 
expected to face a strong, large field. 

Among her prospective rivals are Valay 
Maid, winner of the recent Molly Pitcher 
Handicap-G2; McKilts, heroine of last 
year's $100,000 Kennard Warfield Jr. 

Group Maryland Oaks and a stakes winner 
this season; Lucky Lady Lauren, runner-up 
to McKilts last year. Hear the Bells, who 
defeated males while winning the $100,000 
All Maryland Turf in '90; and Balotra, a 


1991 graded stakes winner in the Midwest. 

The $200,000 Budweiser Maryland 
Classic, at a mile and a quarter, figures to 
be a wide open event, although last year's 
winner, Anderson Fowler's Timely 
Warning, is being aimed toward it by 
trainer Virgil W. (Buddy) Raines. 

Master Speaker, also bred and owned 
by Fowler, will be denied an opportunity for 
a third Maryland Million victory. An injury 
last spring forced his retirement. In three 
Maryland Million outings Master Speaker 
captured the Ryehill-Windfields Maryland 
Turf in 1988; won the Budweiser Maryland 
Classic in 1989 and last year finished second 
in the Classic to his stablemate. 

Look for the Canadian contingent to 
mount a formidable challenge in 1991. 

Ernest Samuel's Sam-Son Stable has three 
eligibles: Tot of Rum, Wave Wise and 
Most Valiant. In 1989, as a 3-year-old, 
Wave Wise (by Smarten) defeated 
Ringerman to take the $100,000 Chesapeake 
Bay Maryland Turf, with Tot of Rum third. 

Other possible starters are Reputed 
Testamony, Jeweler's Choice, Jet 
Stream, For All, Midas, Ross's Warning, 
Little Bold John, J.R.'s Horizon, 
Admirallus and Cefis, third last year. 

Three-year-olds will be on display in the 
$100,000 Maryland Million Oaks and 
the $100,000 Maryland Million Turf. 

Lengthened to a mile and an eighth this 
year, the Oaks, for fillies, could draw 
Masake, recent third-place finisher in the 
Grade 1 Hollywood Oaks, Ritchie Trail, a 
stakes winner and frequent stakes contender 
here in Maryland; and other strong 
challengers Accent Knightly, Empornette 
and Bursting. 

The Maryland Turf, at a mile and a 
sixteenth, is more difficult to predict. Likely 
starters include Clever Ruse, a Canadian 
invader. Subtle Step, Smart Alec, Pretty 
Amusing, Fahrvegnuggen, His 
Acallade, September Star, A Call to 
Rise and Kelly's Class. 

Last year Fourbros Stable's Jeweler's 
Choice, a son of Shelter Half, ran six 
furlongs in l:09^/5 to win the $100,000 
USAir Maryland Sprint Handicap. Unless he 
opts for the Budweiser Classic, jeweler's 
Choice now, at 6, will be tough in the three- 
quarter mile dash. Attempting an upset could 
be Lord March, Born to Shop, Maybe On 
Monday and Rockabye Joshua. 

Two-year-olds will have their innings in 

the $100,000 Maryland Million Lassie 
and the $100,000 Crown Central 
Petroleum Maryland Nursery. Both are 
six-furlong events. 
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In the Lassie, strong hopefuls include 
Abusadora, on Allen's Prospect filly trained 
by Carlos Gorcio; Ciochal, another Allen's 
Prospect from the Garcia barn; Gala Gold 
Digger, winner of Laurel's Toddler Stakes; 
Beth's Music, Go Go Ally, Rapid City 
Miss, Suspect Terrain, Alaskan Cool and 
Imperial Measure. 

As of this writing, the colts hadn't begun 
to sort themselves out. Some names to watch 
for: Cool in It, Easter Odyessy, From the 
Wings, Older But Smarter, DeKova, 
Ameri Valay and North Corridor. 

The $50,000 Mercedes-Benz 
Maryland Handicap, at a mile and o'; 


eighth, is expected to attract a full field. But 
it could end up being a two-horse contest 
between Arugula and Big Upheavel. 
Arugula won the race last year, and Big 
Upheavel the year before. Big Upheavel has 
a leg up, though, having won the first 
running of the $25,000 Maryland Million 
Handicap on 1991 Preakness day. 

The first Maryland Million steeplechase to 
be run on the same day as the other events 
will draw from about 20 possibilities. A field 
of nine or ten is expected to go to the post. 
Potential starters are Caveat Fumator, a 
Saratoga winner, Gregorian's Ruler, 
Christoroberto, Straw Knight, She Can 
Add, Guru Minister and Coverdale. 


Getting a Million's worth 


Qrom southern Virginia to Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Delaware, West Virginia, all 
corners of Maryland and, yes, Kentucky, 
Thoroughbred owners and breeders are now 
making the Maryland Million a major 
objective in mapping their horses' 
campaigns. 

Maryland Million, Ltd., queried breeders 
and owners who have been supporting the 
program, seeking their thoughts and 
opinions, pro and con. 

This is what we heard: 

• David Hayden (owner/breeder, 

Upperco, Md.): "Without question, from its 
inception, the Maryland Million has 
revitalized and re-energized the state 
breeding industry. As it continues to grow, 
we will all prosper." 

• Arnold Heft (owner/breeder, Kensington, 
Md.): "The Maryland Million provides an 
incentive for breeding or buying a horse. It 
has become an important factor in any 
Thoroughbred transaction—buying, selling 
and breeding. "We are newcomers to the 
business and it is nice to have a possible 
starter (Gronwohid) this year." 

• Marshall Jenney (owner/breeder, 
Cochranville, Pa.).- "I have always watched 
the Maryland Million on television. It's a 
great promotion. It might not be the end-all 
of racing but it has great value for all racing 
interests. I'm unhappy that we have never 
had a horse good enough to run, but we are 
trying." 

• Donald P. Litz Jr. (farm manager, 
Glyndon, Md.): "The Maryland Million is 
drawing national attention to our stallions 
and breeding programs. Other states like 
California are copying the Maryland Million 
and you know what they say about imitation 


and flattery. It's like the Breeders' Cup for 
smaller owners. People are positioning 
horses for the Maryland Million races and 
stallion contracts are being written stipulating 
Maryland Million eligibility." 

• King Leatherbury (owner/breeder/ 
trainer, Laurel, Md.): "I liked the idea of the 
Maryland Million from the first time I heard 
about it. Now I can't figure out why we 
didn't think of it sooner. It gives us 
Marylanders a chance to shoot for all this 
money. It's just the greatest racing day for 
Marylanders." 

• Charles Middleton III (owner/breeder, 
Louisville, Ky.): "The Maryland Million 
changed my attitude and increased my 
interest in racing. Winning two Maryland 
Million races with Countus In has been an 
unbelievable experience for me. Now the 
Maryland Million has become a central part 
of our racing schedule. We plan to be back 
again this year with Countus In." 

• Richard Troncone (owner/breeder, 

Union, N.J.): "We like the Maryland Million. 
It's a special day of racing, like the Derby. 
We try to point a couple of our horses for 
the Maryland Million races each year. This 
season, we don't seem to have too much to 
run but we will never forget the year (1988) 
we won with Ms. Gold Pole." 

• Vincent Moscarelli (owner/breeder, 
Charles Town, W.Va.): "We all live in hope 
in the breeding business. The Maryland 
Million gives you a shot at a large purse 
right in your own back yard. It's a big day 
in racing, something to look forward to for 
people who make their living here." 

• Alta T. Kitson (owner/breeder, Henry, 
Va.): "I think the Maryland Million is 
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wonderful. It makes you look forward to 
having decent horses. I just hope that one 
day I have a horse good enough to start. I 
try to breed all my horses in Maryland. It is 
too bad that we cannot have more than one 
day.'" 

• Dr. Robert A. Leonard (owner/breeder, 
Frederick, Md.); "I like the concept of the 
Maryland Million. It has accomplished a lot 
and fulfilled the purpose for which it was 
designed in a positive way. The only 
problem I find from a commercial breeder's 
standpoint is that it can be a costly venture. 
We are talking an entire crop—40 yearlings 
or so to nominate. If there were more races, 
more opportunities, it would help. Basically, 
however, I endorse the Maryland Million." 

• Richard Golden (owner/breeder, 
Chesapeake City, Md.): "I am a great 
supporter of the Maryland Million. My only 
concern for its future is the quality of racing 
on that day." 

• Carlos Garcia (owner/trainer, Dayton, 
Md.): "The Maryland Million has been good 
for the industry. The setup for the races is 
fine for Maryland Million Day. I think now 
what we need is more races during the year. 
The tracks should help with the purses. This 
would sustain interest for the owners and 
breeders who pay the fees." 

• Charles R. AAcGinnes (owner/breeder, 
Chestertown, Md.)-. "I attended the Maryland 
Million for the first time last year and I was 
impressed with the enthusiasm of the day. 

But as a breeder I question the cost of 
nominating yearlings and the return. I would 
approve of a higher nominating fee for 
stallions but with the stipulation that all their 
foals become automatically eligible for 
Maryland Million races. This would make 
Maryland stallions more attractive to 
breeders everywhere and provide a greater 
incentive to select Maryland stallions." 

• Penelope-Ann Keating (owner/breeder, 
Centreville, Md.): "I love the idea of the 
Maryland Million. I haven't succeeded yet 
with one of my horses but I am aiming to run 
a couple this year and try again. In 
comparison to the Breeders' Cup the costs 
seem a little high, but other than that I look 
forward to another Maryland Million Day 
with a group of special friends." 

• Ernest L. Samuel (owner/breeder, 
Toronto, Can.): "The Maryland Million 
program has been a great showcase for the 
Maryland horse industry. We've had good 
success in the past and we've enjoyed it very 
much. They have always extended great 
hospitality to us and we look forward to 
competing in the future." 


• Dr. Herman Kossow (owner/breeder, 
Washington, D.C.): "I think the Maryland 
Million is an exceptional idea. It gives 
everyone an incentive to get their horses 
ready for a specific race. It's like a little 
Kentucky Derby." 

• Mrs. Jane Lunger (owner/breeder, 
Wilmington, Del.): "I think the Maryland 
Million is super. Unfortunately, I have not 
had many horses to run in the races. It is 
important that the Maryland Million be 
continued." 

• William C. Holmes (owner/breeder, Mt. 
Airy, Md.): "The Maryland Million is a good 
program. I am 100 percent for it. It's 
important that we keep up the interest of the 
smaller breeders and stallion owners. I 
suggest a flyer or newsletter be sent to 
stallion owners from time to time to keep 
them informed about the Maryland Million." 

• Mrs. Bernard Daney (owner/breeder, 
Montchanin, Del.): "The idea of the 
Maryland Million is very good. My 
suggestion would be that the money 
distributed be spread out more. It is 
comparatively new and I would expect 
improvements in the operation to be made as 
it continues. Overall the Maryland Million is 
a plus for Maryland breeding." 

• Richard Woolley (breeder, Ellicott City, 
Md.): "The idea of a Maryland Million 
program was brilliant. California picked up 
on it and it was an instant success there. I 
believe it will catch on in many other states."

Ifs tough to compete in Maryland and a 
small breeder has trouble finding money to 
nominate ten or 1 1 yearlings, plus the 


stallion fees. But I love Maryland and we are 
trying. I just wish breeders and nominators 
could get back a little more in bonuses and 
awards.''

• Maryland Million Ltd. has paid over 
$5,000,000 for purses and nominator 
awards. 

• The state of Maryland has been featured 
on seven hours of national television on the 
ESPN network. 

• Over 400 Maryland-sired horses, about 
140 of a I ready-proven stakes caliber, have 
started.

The daughter of Shelter 
Half and Ocean Girl, bred by Dark Hollow 
Number One Partnership, has started in all 
five programs and never failed to bring 
home a check. She has finished second 
twice, third twice and last year was fourth. 

During her first three years in the 
Maryland Million she raced for the Meadow 
Stable. In 1989 and 1990 she carried the 
colors of Nick Rinaldi.

Q William Boniface's feat of saddling 
three winners on the 1987 Maryland Million 
program remains an outstanding 
accomplishment. He sent out the winners 
Angelina County, Sean's Ferrari and 
Gold Glove on September 19 at Pimlico, 
the second Maryland Million Day. 


Two other trainers have recorded three 
Maryland Million winners, although not on 
the same day. King Leatherbury saddled 
two winners in 1987 and added a third in 
1989. Virgil (Buddy) Raines also has had 
three, one each in 1988, 1989 and 1990. 

■*★*★*** 

Thoroughbreds are in a position 
this year to register an unprecedented third 
Maryland Million victory. Boasting two 
victories each to date are Safely Kept ('89 
and '90) and Countus In ('89 and '90). 

Master Speaker also has two wins ('88 and 
'89) but has been retired. 

^Slthough most Maryland Million starters 

have been bred in the Free State, horses 1 

foaled in ten other states plus Canada have 

competed. Other states represented have 

been Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, 

Massachusetts, Nebraska, New Jersey, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West 
Virginia. 

The idea that Maryland-breds would 
dominate was dispelled immediately when 
Smart Halo, a Canadian-bred owned by 
Sam-Son Farm, won the USF&G Maryland I 

Lassie, the very first Maryland Million event. 
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Sharing the wealth 


Qhe Maryland Million has paid $5 million 
in purses, foal nominator awards and 
stallion awards for the five programs run to 
date, 1986 through 1990. 

A total of 95 percent of the $5 million 
was won in purses by the first, second, third 
and fourth-place finishers. The other five 
percent ($250,000) was allotted to the 
nominators of the horses that finished first, 
second, third and fourth—two and one-half 
percent to foal nominators and two and one- 
half percent to stallion nominators. 

The nominators in each category—foals 
and stallions—receive one percent of the 
purse to the winner. Three-quarters of a 
percent of the purse goes to the second 
horse, one-half percent to third and one- 
quarter percent to fourth. For example, the 
nominator of a foal who finished first in a 
$100,000 race received $1,000. 


It should be noted that once a foal is 
nominated, it remains eligible for any future 
Maryland Million event. Thus the original 
nominator of a foal (the person who paid the 
first $100) continues to collect nomination 
awards whenever the foal finishes first, 
second, third or fourth. 

The same award-winning procedure 
applies to the stallion nominator. Whenever 
the progeny of a nominated stallion finishes 
first, second, third or fourth in a Maryland 
Million event, the nominator of the stallion 
shares in a percentage of the purse—one 
percent for first, three-quarters of a percent 
for second, one-half percent for third and 
one-quarter percent for fourth. Maryland 
Million rules require that a stallion be 
nominated yearly prior to the subsequent 
breeding season.

Maryland-Breds in 
Maryland Million; 29 Won 


13 horse need not be a Maryland-bred to 
run in a Maryland Million event. By Jockey 
Club definition, a Thoroughbred is bred 
where it is foaled. This makes it possible for 
a horse to be sired by a Maryland-based 
stallion but foaled in another state or 
country. The basic requirement of a 
Maryland Million starter is that it be sired by 
a stallion who was standing in Maryland 
when the horse was conceived. 

Of the 45 winners in five years of 
Maryland Million competition, 29 have been 
Maryland-breds. Only three horses—Master 
Speaker, Safely Kept and Countus In—have 


recorded repeat victories. Master Speaker 
and Safely Kept are Maryland-breds. 

Maryland-breds got off to a slow start in 
the inaugural Maryland Million, accounting 
for only three victories. They caught up the 
following year, 1987, sweeping eight of the 
nine events. For the past three runnings— 
1988, 1989 and 1990—six Maryland-breds 
charged home first each year. 

Maryland-breds have taken four of the 
five runnings of the top Million attraction, the 
$200,000 Budweiser Maryland Classic— 
Little Bold John in 1987, Mister S.M. in 
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1988, Master Speaker in 1989 and Timely 
Warning in 1990. Herat, a Kentucky-bred, 
accounted for the first one in 1986.

Fair Hill improvements 

''Although Fair Hill has one of the 
best courses in the country," notes 
trainer Michael Dickinson, "something 
was needed to bring it to world class 
standards." 

With that in mind, Dickinson and 
several other prominent horse people 
from the Cecil County area organized 
the Foxcatcher Point-to-Point last April. 
The day's events—comprised of five 
timber races and three flat races, plus a 
peoplechase and four terrier trials— 
drew over 80 runners. One of the high¬ 
lights was a victory by 1990 timber 
champion Joe's O.K. in the featured 
Fasig-Tipton Challenge Bowl. 

Some $6,000 was raised toward im¬ 
provements in the turf course, and the 
work has been completed in time for 
the Breeders' Cup Steeplechase, to be 
held at Fair Hill on October 12. 

Weed-spraying, grass seeding and 
aerating were the major tasks, Dickin¬ 
son explained. 

A one-time steeplechase training 
star in his home country of England, 
Dickinson described the project as a la¬ 
bor of love. "Some people like to collect 
stamps, some people like to drink beer. 
I like growing grass," says Dickinson, 
who shares the credit with Gregg Mor¬ 
ris, John Price, Kathleen Crompton and 
Mrs. Duncan Patterson. 

I Am the Game leaves stud 

After standing at stud at Glade Val¬ 
ley Farms for the last five seasons, 
stakes winner 1 Am the Game recently 
went back to the race track with his for¬ 
mer trainer and major owner King T.

He 
races for his breeder, Donald R. White, 
and is trained by Hamilton A. Smith. 

Classic Twist, out of Bump and 
Grind by Stage Fool, became her sire's 
second winner when she scored at Phil¬ 
adelphia Park on June 18.

He asked that the Commission be 
used less often to settle disputes— 
some 80 percent of the Commis¬ 
sion's time is currently spent hear¬ 
ing appeals on medication viola¬ 
tions, according to Mosner. 

He suggested that officials, and 
others who work in racing, '"look be¬ 
yond their day-to-day duties, for 


ways to improve the game. We all 
need to look for positive things that 
can be done. We need to do every¬ 
thing we can to get the mutuel han¬ 
dle up, because the handle is what 
drives it all." 

Better media coverage, especially 
television and radio, is crucial to the 
future health of the industry, in Mo- 
sner's view. 

A native of Cumberland, Mosner 
had a lifetime career in the banking 
business, and was president of Mer¬ 
cantile Bankshares Corporation in 
Baltimore before his retirement last 
March. He served as secretary-trea¬ 
surer of the Maryland State Fair and 
Agricultural Society, which operates 
Timonium, from 1975 to '87. 

The Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion, a nine-member panel, regu¬ 
lates Thoroughbred and Stan- 
dardbred racing in the state. With 
the resignation of Margaret 
McManus last spring, there is cur¬ 
rently one vacancy on the Commis¬ 
sion. Other commissioners, in addi¬ 
tion to Mosner and McGowan, are 
Peter Bozick, Ordell Braase, Dr. Er¬ 
nest J. Colvin, Eric Frederick, Dr. Al¬ 
lan C. Levey and John P. McDaniel.

By Maryland stallion Sir Ivor Again, 
Ten Keys was the first horse ever bred 
by Richard Bendit, a plumbing and 
heating contractor from Ashton (Md.).

Bendit leased Ten Keys's dam Mabs a 
Babs (by Exceedingly) for $2,000. 

Ten Keys was making his fourth 
start for Bendit, in a $14,500 maiden 
claiming race at Laurel in January, 1987, 
when he was claimed by Linhoss. A 
self-employed carpenter from Alex¬ 
andria (Va.), Linhoss was acting upon 
the advice of his trainer Michael Pino. 
Ten Keys, then 3, exceeded the wildest 
hopes of both his trainer and owner 
when he starting running in grass races 
that spring. By year's end he had an¬ 
nexed five stakes and earned over 
$ 200 , 000 . 

But that was only the beginning. At 
5 and 6, Ten Keys reached his peak, 
winning six graded stakes, including 
the Bay Meadows Handicap-G2, and 
gaining recognition as "the greatest 
claim since Stymie." All of his stakes 
wins were on the grass. He started 54 
times and had 21 wins, eight seconds 
and four thirds. 

The fourth leading Maryland-bred 
money-earner of all time, he was voted 
Maryland's champion turf runner in 
1989 and '90.

here," he said. "I came each year from 
1949 until they stopped." 

Myer called the return of stee¬ 
plechasing to Pimlico "wonderful"— 
and no wonder. Mihmaz, a 6-year-old 
trained by Myer, won the $20,000 sixth 
race, the second and richer of two stee¬ 
plechasing events. 

. . . Track president Joe De Francis 
called (the program) "an unqualified 
success. 

"WeTl definitely talk to the NSHA 
(National Steeplechase and Hunt Asso¬ 
ciation) about doing more," he said. 

Although figures varied only mar¬ 
ginally from the corresponding 1990 
date—attendance slightly up, handle 
slightly down—De Francis was en¬ 
thused about patrons who would not 
otherwise have attended. "It looked 


like there were more people in the box 
section than Pimlico Special day," he 
said. 

The first jumping race, for $20,000 
claiming horses, was won by Make 
Azilian, trained by Charlie Fenwick Jr. 
The gelding was half of a stable coup¬ 
ling bet down to odds-on favoritism, 
"but he wasn't the one we thought 
would win," said Fenwick. Sabas, the 
more well-regarded half, finished fifth. 

Jeff Teter, the leader among the na¬ 
tion's steeplechase riders this year, 
rode Make Azilian ($3.80) to a three- 
length victory over late-closing Bit- 
amin. The 7-year-old gelding is owned 
by Dogwood Stable, which owns 1990 
Preakness winner Summer Squall. 

Mihmaz ($17.80), owned by Kinross 
Farm and ridden by Graham Alcock, 


surged to the front with three of 14 
fences remaining to win the second 
jumping race by one and a half lengths 
over Gregorian's Ruler. 

"It was great to come back here and 
win after all these years," said Myer, 
who trains in Middleburg, Va. "It was 
something else." / Marty McGee

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Around the Farms 


Fatbelly 

Joy and Robert Moore have four 
Thoroughbred broodmares on 
their 10-acre farm in Jarrettsville, 
and this year they have four foals on 
the ground. "We have a fancy 
chestnut colt by Another Reef. His 
dam is Return Flight," announced 
Mrs. Moore. 

Last year, at the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association yearling 
show, a colt out of Return Flight 
was named grand champion over 
139 other entries judged by trainer 
Scotty Schulhofer. The Pilot Ship 
colt's achievement was part of a 
Cinderella story—^Joy had literally 
saved him from the killers. She 
paid $600 for Return Flight after 
learning that the mare had been 
purchased by a middleman for a 
meat-packing company at the 1988 
December Mixed sale in Timoni- 
um. Return Flight was carrying the 
colt, later named Lost Baggage, at 
the time. 

Sadly, the story does not end 
there. Last December, Lost Bag¬ 
gage, or "Misha" as Joy affec¬ 
tionately called him, was humanely 
destroyed at the New Bolton Veteri¬ 
nary Hospital after contracting pro¬ 
tozoan myelitis. Recounted Mrs. 
Moore: "It came on very suddenly. 
Misha looked a little clumsy out in 
the field one day, then started tak¬ 
ing bad steps. He had all the symp¬ 
toms of a wobbler. There was noth¬ 
ing that could be done. The 
necropsy showed that protozoa 
caused lesions in his vertebrae. 
There is no known cause." 

Moving on, Joy keeps busy with 
the stable, which includes a year¬ 
ling Kid Colin filly (out of Raise the 
Surf). "My husband and I are 


breeding to race," states Mrs. 
Moore, whose first Thoroughbred 
foal was Lost Baggage. They have 
three other Thoroughbred brood¬ 
mares—Raise the Surf, with a Prov¬ 
idential (Ire) colt by her side, 
Jacque's Hope, who foaled a Kid 
Colin filly this year, and Nearly 
Light, the dam of a Dancing Count 
colt—the latter two were bred back 
to Sovereign Don and Corridor 
Key, respectively. The Moores also 
own two riding horses and a Quar¬ 
ter Horse broodmare who is the 
dam of their only race horse, a 
2-year-old Appaloosa named Pil- 
lowpackin Pete. "He was Misha's 
buddy. We sent him to the track in 
January and he's made four starts, 
finishing third twice, at Blue Rib¬ 
bon Downs in Oklahoma," relates 
Mrs. Moore. 

Derby Hill 

"The recession hasn't hurt us as 
far as Providential is concerned," 
remarked Bill Holmes, co-owner of 
Derby Hill Farm, an 89-acre estab¬ 
lishment near Mount Airy in Car- 
roll County. Providential (Ire), who 
stood in Kentucky prior to moving 
to Derby Hill for the 1989 breeding 
season, has been gaining support. 
The 14-year-old stallion serviced a 
full book of 45 mares this season. 

"We bred him to a lot of out-of- 
state mares," continued Holmes. 
"He covered mares from Pennsyl¬ 
vania, New Jersey, Kentucky and 
even three from Georgia." Clients 
included Ryehill Farm, who sent 
two mares to Providential (Ire)— 
"the first time they have supported 
one of our stallions" commented 
Holmes—and Los Angeles Kings 
hockey team owner Bruce McNall, 
whose racing stable has cam¬ 


paigned recent stars Golden Pheas¬ 
ant and Saumarez. McNall is the 
second largest shareholder in the 
Irish-bred stallion. 

Providential (Ire) came to Derby 
Hill with impressive credentials. 
He amassed earnings of $716,988 
during successful campaigns in Eu¬ 
rope and the U.S. Emulating his 
sire, champion grass horse Run the 
Gantlet, Providential (Ire) won the 
Grade 1 Washington, D.C., Inter¬ 
national in 1981. Run the Gantlet 
was victorious in the race ten years 
earlier. Providential (Ire) entered 
stud in 1982 and had four crops to 
race when Bill Holmes inquired 
about moving him. His arrival in 
Maryland coincided with the emer¬ 
gence of his best racing offspring to 
date—classic son Prorutori, winner 
of the 1989 Derby Italiano-Gl. 

Bill Holmes notes that standing 
the stallion for $1,000 live foal has 
attracted a lot of interest. And he 
adds that the Providential (Ire) ba¬ 
bies are "good looking and ex¬ 
tremely well-mannered." 

Derby Hill stands one other stal¬ 
lion, Hasty Spring, a 17-year-old 
son of Spring Double. He is the sire 
of Big Upheavel, winner of the 
Maryland Million Handicap run for 
the first time on this year's Preak- 
ness card.

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Fuzzbuster colt named 
Yearling Show champion

It's a Herculean task—looking over more than 100 
yearlings in a single afternoon and trying to single out 
the best racing prospects. Like others who have served 
as judge at the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
Annual Yearling Show, Hall of Fame trainer Allen Jer- 
kens can only hope his selections pan out. 

"We'll see if 1 picked out the right ones," said Jer- 
kens, after pinning a Fuzzbuster colt grand champion 
among 108 entrants in the show held June 23 at 
Timonium. "It was hard ... a lot of them looked like 
they could make good race horses. Not more than 25 
percent were the type you'd say had no chance." 

The grand champion, bred and owned by Dr. Mi¬ 
chael ]. Harrison of Butler, is out of the Eager Native 
mare Eager Tessie. He has been named El Explorador. 
Foaled on January 17, he was the oldest of 50 yearlings 
exhibited in Class I, for colts and geldings by Maryland 
stallions. "He's tough and strong, with the right kind 
of bone, and correct as far as I could see," commented 
Jerkens. 

But the judge gave nearly equally high marks to the 
runner-up in that class, a Christopher R.—Shiroll, by 
Rollicking, colt whom he chose as reserve champion. 
That colt is owned by Mr. and Mrs. Clifton V. Cornwell 
of Westminster, and was bred by the late William S. 
Cooney. 

Jerkens, the latest in a long list of prominent horse¬ 
men—mostly trainers—who have judged the MHBA 
Yearling Show since its inception in 1932, had only 
good things to say about the experience. "I enjoyed it. I 
hope they all turn out (to be runners)," he said, after 
spending approximately five hours to complete his 
work in the ring. "I know how much everyone puts 
into raising a horse—it's nice to see all the horses and 
people come together for an event like this." 

Participating in the Yearling Show show is good for 
horses, in Jerkens' opinion. "It helps prepare them for 
the race track," he said, observing that most of the 
entrants were well-behaved. 

This was the second time in three years that a year¬ 
ling by Fuzzbuster has won a top award at the Show. In 


1989, Dr. Stephen R. Matz's Fuzzbuster—Impressive 
Drums colt, Mr. Scooter, was selected as reserve cham¬ 
pion by judge Shug McGaughey. 

Fuzzbuster (by No Robbery—Clear Road by Hasty 
Road) won the Sanford Stakes-G2 as a 2-year-old in 
1978. He placed in four other added-money races, in¬ 
cluding the Hopeful Stakes-Gl, earning $106,787. 
Fuzzbuster stands at the Harrison family's Willowdale 
Farm in Upperco. His 1992 fee is $500 live foal. 

Class III, for fillies by Maryland stallions, went to a 
daughter of Allen's Prospect—Promenador by Can¬ 
nonade, owned and bred by Country Life Farm. 

Dr. and Mrs. Fred Peterson, of Solstice farm in 
Cockeysville, took top honors in Class II, for colts and 
geldings by out-of-state stallions, with a gelding by 
’^Hawaii—Red's Irish by Irish Castle. 

Mr. and Mrs. Richard L. Golden, of Chesapeake 
City, won Class IV, for fillies by out-of-state stallions, 
with a daughter of Tank's Prospect—Chilly Hostess by 
Vice Regent. 

Cash awards donated by sponsors in each class were 
$250 for first, $100 second, $75 third, $50 fourth and 
$25 fifth. Trophies were also donated for the winners. 

Groom's awards in the amount of $50 went to Tam¬ 
my Faulkner (Class I, for Carey Miller's Rollicking— 
Princess Quillita colt); Dawn Burnett (Class II, for Sol¬ 
stice's ’‘^Hawaii—Red's Irish gelding); Robin Townsend 
(Class III, for Robert Siegel's Clever Champ—Wishful 
Moment filly); Peter Eeg (Class IV, for Mr. and Mrs.

Bred to Nijinsky 11, she produced as her first 
foal Bemissed ($353,907, Selima S-Gl, Miss Grillo S-G3, 
Japan Racing Association H, ftc.). Bemissed sold for 
$575,000, on a bid by David's Farm, at the Ryehill disper¬ 
sal.

Last year's champion Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly, 
Valay Maid failed to measure up in her first three starts in 
1991. She was second, beaten three and a half-lengths by 
Capp the Power, in her season's debut, a mile and a six¬ 
teenth allowance race at Pimlico on April 13. Then she 
gave a dismal performance in Capp the Power's Geisha 
Handicap, finishing next-to-last as even-money favorite. 
Fourth, as 17-10 favorite, in the Lady Baltimore Handicap 
(a mile and a sixteenth turf race won by Starfield at Pimlico 
on June 8), she was rapidly becoming a has-been. 

But the Molly Pitcher changed all that. Never far off 
the pace, she made a determined move in the stretch and 
prevailed by a neck in a tight finish over Train Robbery 
and Toffeefee. It was the first time in almost a year (except 
for the 1990 Breeders' Cup Distaff-Gl, in which she fin¬ 
ished third) that Valay Maid was not favored to win. She 
paid $13.20. 

Valay Maid has a new trainer this season. When she 
came back from her winter layoff, owners Frank and Gin- 
ny Wright sent her to Ben Perkins Jr., replacing Carlos 
Garcia, her conditioner at 2 and 3. 

Meanwhile, Valay Maid's breeder Joe Hamilton re¬ 
ports that the filly's dam Nancy's Scout is back in foal to 
Camivalay. Nancy's Scout was barren for 1991.

Horses are a casual sideline for Randal Hendricks, a 
Houston (Tex.) attorney who has a thriving practice repre¬ 
senting major league baseball players in contract negotia¬ 
tions. 

"'Pm still learning the terminology. What has this 
horse done to make all the horse magazines beat a path to 
my door?" said Hendricks after his 4-year-old colt Irish 
Swap won the Johnny Morris Handicap at Arlington Park. 

Hendricks got into the horse business in 1984, with 
help from Florida-based breeder/owners Gary and Steve 
Wolfson, and has since had only two runners campaign in 
his name. But so far he is batting close to a thousand. 

Homebred Critical Choice, a 1987 colt by Eminency, 
was good enough to earn a berth in last year's Louisiana 
Derby-G3 (he set the early pace before fading to finish 
last). 

And Irish Swap (by Kentucky stallion Irish Tower) 
developed into a star at his home track of Arlington Park 
this season. Irish Swap finished third behind Bright 
Again and Secret Hello in the Equipoise Mile-G3 in May, 
then won an allowance race before coming back to capture 
the Johnny Morris Handicap. He scored by two and a half 
lengths as 2-1 favorite and boosted his lifetime earnings to 
$92,001. 

Hendricks has four other horses in training, prepar¬ 
ing to make their first starts. "In the beginning I sold my 
young horses, then with the downturn in the economy I 
started keeping them and racing them," he explained. 
"And Tve been lucky." 

Irish Swap was foaled at Sunset Hill Farm in Wood¬ 
bine (Md.), when his dam Graceful Swap (by Dr John 
Swaps) was sent there to be bred to the former Sunset Hill 
stallion Eminency in 1987. Hendricks no longer owns 
Graceful Swap; he sold her at the 1987 Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic December Mixed sale (in foal to Eminency) for $700. 
But he has a number of broodmares, whom he boards in 
Kentucky, and he owns shares in some stallions, includ¬ 
ing Crafty Prospector and Irish Tower.

John's Decision came close to upsetting the brilliant 
Wide Country in the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 in May. 
So it shouldn't have come as a tremendous shock when 
she managed to get the job done two months later. 

But it was an historic moment, nonetheless. Wide 
Country was going for her ninth consecutive stakes win 
when John's Decision blew past her in the stretch, captur¬ 
ing the Pearl Necklace by a half-length. It was the John 
Alden filly's first victory this year. 

Owned and bred by Janet Wayson, John's Decision 
has done her best to live up to the old saying that anything 
can happen in racing. Her dam. Hour of Decision by Mo 
Bay, was purchased by Mrs. Wayson and her husband 
Morgan T. Wayson at the 1988 Fasig-Tipton Winter Mixed 
sale for $4,800, with John's Decision in utero. 

Born with deformed hind legs, she gradually grew 
out of those problems, and developed into a stakes win¬ 
ner by the end of her 2-year-old season. She has been 
competitive in the stakes ranks throughout 1991, finish¬ 
ing third in the Caesar's Wish and Jameela Stakes (both 
won by Wide Country), before her close defeat in the 
Black-Eyed Susan. In her last start before the Pearl Neck¬ 
lace, she was a well-beaten fourth in Pimlico's Hilltop 
Stakes (won by Grab the Green), a mile and a sixteenth 
turf race on June 29. 

"You never know. We were hoping for second or third 
money," commented trainer King Leatherbury, after 
John's Decision defeated the odds-on favorite and paid 
$12.20. Wide Country, the 122-pound highweight, gave 
John's Decision five pounds. Behind them in order of fin¬ 
ish came Empornette, Ritchie Trail and Jolie Britt.

West Virginia 

■ His son Coin Collector's smashing 
victory in the Primer Breeders' Cup 
Stakes at Laurel on July 7 bodes ex¬ 
tremely well for freshman sire 
Weshaam. Getting the five and a half 
furlongs in LOSVs, just two-fifths of a 
second off the track record. Coin Col¬ 
lector scored by 11 lengths. It was his 
second start, and second impressive 
win. In his debut at Charles Town, a 
maiden special on June 8, the 2-year- 
old gelding aired by ten lengths. 

Weshaam, by leading sire Fappiano, 
is out of the What a Pleasure mare Price¬ 
less Asset, who is a full sister to Grade 1 
winners and sires Honest Pleasure and 
For the Moment. "He certainly has the 
pedigree," noted James W. Casey, who 
owns the 8-year-old stallion. "And he is 
a grand looking horse who stamps his 
foals with his conformation." As a year¬ 
ling, Weshaam brought $250,000, on a 
bid by Arab interests, at the Saratoga 
sales. He was a winner in England. 

Weshaam stands at Rene Moore's 
Naylee Farm in Summit Point, W. Va. 
(1991 fee was $1,500, with special con¬ 
sideration to approved mares), and has 
had a full book every season. He has 24 
registered foals in his first crop. 


Weshaam's 2-year-old star is owned 
and bred by the stallion owner's son 
John Casey, in partnership with Dudley 
Skinker, and trained by his other son 
James M. Casey. 

Coin Collector is out of Dynamo 
Dotty, by Quartermaster. 

■ "I just wanted to give something 
back," said Ann Hilton, of her efforts in 
establishing the ABH Racing Scholar¬ 
ship Fund. "I've always had a strong 
relationship with horsemen. My father 
was a trainer and my former husband is 
one. My daughter is married to one. 
I've gotten so much from racing that I 
thought helping the young would be a 
good way to contribute." 

And contribute she has. Ms. Hilton 
established the fund in 1987, and made 
a five-year personal commitment to it. 
Originally the awards were $500 each, 
but other private donations and help 
from the Breeders Classics program has 
allowed her to award 12 $1,000 scholar¬ 
ships and two $500 scholarships. 

The program is targeted toward 
graduating high school seniors who 
need and deserve financial assistance 
to attend college. The awards are for 
freshman year attendance at Shepherd 
College, Shepherdstown, W. Va. Can¬ 


didates must be West Virginia resi¬ 
dents, with a parent or grandparent 
who holds a current West Virginia li¬ 
cense for racing at Charles Town. 

This year's recipients were Larry 
Winston, Julie Kirk, Candee Dillow and 
Scott Paddock. They received their 
checks in a school ceremony on May 15, 
and were feted at another presentation 
at Charles Town on May 18. 

"It's particularly gratifying when an 
award goes to someone like Larry 
Winston, who is the youngest of 13 
children and the first in his family to 
attend college," said Ms. Hilton. 

■ More money is now available in the 
general purse structure for West Vir¬ 
ginia racing, thanks to legislation (Sen¬ 
ate Bill 384) passed this year. The bill 
transferred the major burden of fund¬ 
ing for West Virginia Accredited Races 
from the horsemen's purse account to 
the West Virginia Accredited Race 
Fund. This fund will be established 
from any balance in the breeders/rais- 
ers, sire owners and purse supplement 
funds after yearling distributions are 
made. 

Raymond Funkhouser II, president 
of the Charles Town division of the 
HBPA, congratulated those who

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worked for the bill's passage, especially 
Dr. Ernest Benner and the West Virgin¬ 
ia Thoroughbred Breeders Association. 
He noted "this bill serves as a model for 
what horsemen and breeders can ac¬ 
complish by working together on an is¬ 
sue." 

■ Charles Town has a series of races 
modeled after the American Champi¬ 
onship Racing Series. The idea was 
conceived by the purse and condition 
book committee of the HBPA, and has 
been well-received by horsemen and 
the public. The 1991 spring starter 
handicap marathon series consisted of 
seven races, from April through June. It 
was funded by Longfield Farms (Ralph 
Thomas) and the Charles Town Races. 
A cash bonus was awarded to the train¬ 
ers of horses with the most points. 

Winner of the first series was Man- 
ongojr., trained by Jeff Runco Jr. There 
was a three-way tie for second: Sweep 
Up John, trained by Sandra K. Taylor; 
Social Scene, trained by E. Allen 
Gaines; and Young Higgins, trained by 
Garland Mercer. 

Three other series are planned from 
July through December. 

Delaware 

■ So often, in breeding and racing 
Thoroughbreds, you just miss: sell 
your best performer, lose a promising 
runner to injury. 

Herb and Ellen Moelis, who own 
Candyland Farm in Middletown, 
thought they had missed with a filly 
they claimed. 

Redeemer, a foal of 1986 by Dixie¬ 
land Band out of the In Reality mare 
Printing Press, was running for $20,000 
when they spotted her at Gulfstream in 
March, 1989. 

"I really liked her pedigree," said 
Mr. Moelis. Printing Press's dam 
Wealth of Nations (by Key to the Mint) 
is out of stakes winner Admiring, a 
half-sister to champion Affectionately. 

Redeemer had already earned 
$50,000 by February of her 3-year-old 
season. "She had been raced an awful 
lot, very young, and needed some time 
off," according to Moelis. They shipped 
her back to the farm for a well-deserved 
rest. Unfortunately, the filly didn't take 
well to R&R. Something spooked her, 
causing her to jump out of her pad- 
dock, injuring her shoulder severely. 
Prompt action by the farm manager, 
John Hipkins, and veterinarian Dr. 
Clark Cushing saved her life. 


In 1990, the Moelises raced her sev¬ 
eral times, without success. Then, near 
the end of the breeding season, they 
sent her to Rio Carmelo (Fr), in whom 
they own a share. 

This spring, lightning struck. Re¬ 
deemer happens to be a half-sister to 
Lite Light, the current top-ranking 
3-year-old filly in the nation. 

"We've been offered quite a bit for 
our mare, but she's only 5, and we have 
hopes for her as a foundation brood¬ 
mare," remarked a jubilant Herb 
Moelis. Printing Press's yearling filly by 
Java Gold sold at the 1991 Keeneland 
July sales for $235,000. 

Redeemer foaled a colt by Rio Car¬ 
melo this spring, and was bred back to 
Houston. Next year the Moelises may 
breed her to Lite Light's sire Majestic 
Light. 

Redeemer is one of eight brood¬ 
mares the Moelises keep at their 150- 
acre farm (so named because their son 
loved to play the children's game Can¬ 
dy Land.) They also maintain a few 
boarders, and raise their own hay, em¬ 
ploying two full-time workers. It is pri¬ 
marily a breed-to-race operation, with 
eight horses in training divided 
between Ben Perkins at Laurel and Tay¬ 
lor Jackson at Fair Hill. 

Mr. and Mrs. Moelis got into the 
horse business six or seven years ago, 
taking to it "like a duck to water," he 
said. His background is in tax law in 
New York. An attorney and a CPA, he 
currently owns an equipment leasing 
business. He has moved the leasing of¬ 
fice to the farm, but still maintains a 
New York office. Mrs. Moelis recently 
retired from her real estate manage¬ 
ment firm in New York, of which she 
was president. Together they supervise 
the day-to-day operation of Candy- 
land. 

The Moelises's devotion to horses 
extends beyond their own farm. They 
have been instrumental in the estab¬ 
lishment of Greener Pastures, a new re¬ 
tirement home for horses located in Ce¬ 
cil County, Md. He explains that the 
organization has two goals: to provide a 
home for retired race horses, and to 
help rehabilitate juvenile offenders by 
teaching them skills that can qualify 
them for employment in the horse in¬ 
dustry. 

Pennsylvania 

■ Gary Reihart was elected to an un¬ 
precedented sixth term as president of 


the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation at the recent annual general 
membership meeting. 

Reihart, who operates Equus Aquat¬ 
ic Center in Dillsburg, Pa., assumed the 
presidency in 1986, succeeding Paul 
Mills. During his tenure, he has over¬ 
seen several major changes in the 
state's breeding fund program, includ¬ 
ing revamping of breeder, stallion and 
owner award payment schedules. 

Also elected were Dr. William J. So¬ 
lomon, vice-president; Bernard J. 
Daney, treasurer; and Dr. John R. S. 
Fisher, secretary. All are one-year 
terms. 

Elected to four-year terms on the 
board of directors were Charles A. Cu- 
prill (Chester County), Ted Maynard 
(Allegheny County), Norman R. Miller 
(Berks County), Dr. Revel Schmidt 
(Bucks County), C. Harold Segraves 
(Butler County) and Robert J. Studer 
(Schuylkill County).

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■ Racing fans everywhere were sad¬ 
dened by the death of Pennsylvania- 
bred champion Yankee Affair. Pennsyl¬ 
vania's all-time leading money-earner 
was humanely destroyed on July 5, af¬ 
ter suffering from complications follow¬ 
ing surgery to repair a fractured pas¬ 
tern bone. 

According to the 9-year-old geld¬ 
ing's trainer and part-owner Henry 
Carroll, Yankee Affair took a bad step 
while pulling up after a workout at Bel¬ 
mont Park on July 4. X-rays revealed the 
fracture. The following day, he under¬ 
went surgery at Dr. William O. Reed's 
equine hospital across the street from 
Belmont. "It was supposed to be a sim-

pie surgery to put a screw in there, and 
then he would be retired," Carroll re¬ 
lated. "As soon as he was able to ship, I 
was going to send him to my farm in 
South Carolina." 

But when the anesthesia began to 
wear off, Yankee Affair started thrash¬ 
ing around and fractured his other 
front leg. "They said they could put a 
plate on the other fracture, but my ex¬ 
perience told me that wouldn't work. 
That night we had him put to sleep. I 
couldn't see him suffer. He was an ex¬ 
tra special horse." 

Bred by Marshall Jenney, Yankee Af¬ 
fair (by Northern Fling) was purchased 
by Carroll for $10,200 at the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Eastern Fall Yearling sales. He cam¬ 
paigned for the Ju Ju Gen Stable of Mar¬ 
tin Scheinman, Jay Garsman and 
Carroll, winning 22 races, 15 of which 
were stakes, and earning $2,282,156. 

Yankee Affair hadn't raced since last 
November, when he finished second to 
Who's to Pay in Aqueduct's Knicker¬ 
bocker Handicap. Carroll was getting 
him ready for an overnight handicap on 
July 21 at Belmont when the accident 
occurred. 

"It's a very sad ending to a great suc¬ 
cess story," noted Carroll. 


New Jersey 

■ For a long time Harry Minassian 
found himself going nowhere fast with 
his mare Leather Gallery (by The 
Pruner). She had plenty of speed over 
four or five furlongs on the turf. Prob¬ 
lem was, there have never been a lot of 
five-furlong grass races. So he retired 
her. 

Seven years ago he decided to breed 
for speed, sending her to Medieval 
Man, a graded stakes-winning sprinter 
then standing in New Jersey. So modest 
were his expectations that he traded his 
mare to the farm in exchange for the 
board bill and kept the foal. Eventually, 
Leather Gallery was sold at an Equivest 
sale in Maryland for $800. 

But today Minassian has a world- 
beater. His Klassy Briefcase, a 6-year- 
old New Jersey-bred daughter of Medi¬ 
eval Man—Leather Gallery, set a world 
record (:54V5) while winning a five- 
furlong allowance race on the grass at 
Monmouth Park on June 8. It was 
Klassy Briefcase's fourth track or course 
record. Over the last four seasons, 
Klassy Briefcase has won seven stakes 
(Primonetta S, Park Heights H,

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Princess Rooney S, Candy Eclair S, Set- 
on Hall University S, Nauvoo S, Fair 
Haven H) and placed in four others, 
earning $341,959. 

Minassian, who lives in Brockton, 
Mass., owns bowling alleys with his 
brother. He has been in the horse busi¬ 
ness for about 30 years. Klassy Brief¬ 
case, trained by Phil Serpe, is one of 
eight horses he currently has in train¬ 
ing. He believes in developing his own 
horses. "I never claim them," he says, 
"You don't know what you're getting. I 
prefer to buy them young and bring 
them along." 

■ The New Jersey State Agricultural 
Development Commission Farm and 
Preservation Program recently an¬ 
nounced approval for the purchase of 
development rights to 36 farms, cover¬ 
ing 6,000 acres in 14 counties. This set- 
aside is the largest since the program's 
inception in 1985. 

New Jersey has about 850,000 acres 
of farmland. Administrators hope the 
program will eventually encompass 
400,000 to 500,000 acres, but that goal is 
a long way off. The 1991-92 phase has 
yielded 204 applications, and is funded 
at $20 million. Farms are of every vari¬ 


ety: equine, dairy, crop, nursery, sod, 
orchard, vineyard, etc. 

■ Santo Lolomia, an attorney, lifelong 
horse enthusiast and former breeder/ 
owner, has been appointed chairman of 
the New Jersey State Racing Commis¬ 
sion by Gov. James Florio. 

He replaces Nicholas Venezia, who 
resigned to assume the presidency of 
Freehold Raceway. 


Commenting on the state of the in¬ 
dustry, and what he hopes to achieve, 
Lolomia said: "I think it's a difficult fi¬ 
nancial time for the industry in gener¬ 
al, and there are no easy answers. Fif¬ 
teen years ago, 24 percent of the 
gambling dollar was spent on racing. 
Today, it's around 9 percent. We need a 
reversal of public attitude to help com¬ 
bat that decline.

■ Two New Jersey breeders who have 
been dominating the state yearling 
shows recently extended their competi¬ 
tion to the race track. Dianne Boy ken, 
of Clarksburg, bred Kingoratious, 
grand champion of the 1989 yearling 
show. Susan Dollinger, of Oakhurst, 
bred Shwaka, the reserve champion in 
that show. 

Kingoratious won his first start, a 
maiden special, at Monmouth Park, 
and just missed in an allowance race at 
Monmouth Park two weeks later. 
Shwaka won an allowance race in his 
3-year-old debut on June 28, giving him 
two wins in three career starts.

Obituaries 


Sonny Conner 

Harold (Sonny) Conner, 58, a farrier 
in Maryland and nearby states for 35 
years, died June 18 of an apparent heart 
attack. 

Mr. Conner shod a number of fa¬ 
mous horses, including Northern 
Dancer, Kelso and Greek Money. The 
now-defunct Windfields Farm in Ches¬ 
apeake City was among his major cli¬ 
ents, as was Mrs. Richard C. duPont's 
Woodstock Farm. He was at Mrs. du- 
Pont's farm, working on her good 
3-year-old colt Tank, when he collapsed 
and died. 

A native of Avondale, Pa., Mr. Con¬ 
ner lived in Lincoln University, Pa. He 
is survived by his wife Linda, who runs 
the tack shop at Delaware Park race 
track; two daughters, Sandra Conner, a 
Maryland jockey, and Kelly M. Conner 
of Bear, Del.; two sons, Mark Conner 
and John D. Conner of Lincoln Univer¬ 
sity; and three stepdaughters, Patty 
Kolb, the identifier at Maryland tracks, 
Anita Kolb of Newark, Del., and Lisa 
Conner of Lincoln University; and four 
grandchildren. His first wife, Gloria, 
died in 1979. 

Bobby Hale 

Robert (Bobby) Hale, longtime man¬ 
ager of Taylor's Purchase Farm in 
Sparks (Md.), died of cancer on July 5. 
He was 66. 

One of the state's most respected 
and well-liked horsemen. Hale, a grad¬ 
uate of Towson Catholic High School, 
started out galloping horses for Hall of 
Fame trainer Hirsch Jacobs at Stymie 
Manor Farm in Monkton. He served in 
the Army during World War II and be¬ 
gan training horses after the war. 

He was a successful trainer at the 
Maryland half-mile tracks and in New 
Jersey before he became manager of 
Taylor's Purchase in 1965. In the 1960s 
and '70s, Taylor's Purchase was among 
leading consignors at the Saratoga Year¬ 
ling sales, with Hale handling the sales 


preparation. "Bobby had a knack for 
looking at a yearling in April, and by 
the time of the auction in the first week 
of August, he'd have the horse in peak 
condition," said Laddie Dance, who 
formerly owned the farm with his wife, 
now Ms. Jeanne Vance. 

After the Dances divorced. Hale 
continued operating the farm for Ms. 
Vance and occasionally raced one of his 
horses at local tracks. 

Mr. Hale is survived by his wife 
Nancy; a son, Robby; and a daughter, 
Georganne, who is racing secretary at 
Timonium and paddock judge at Laurel 
and Pimlico. 

Wanda Hawkins 

Wanda Hawkins, 65, who worked in 
the badge department at Maryland race 
tracks for more than 30 years, died June 
20 at Greater Laurel Hospital following 
a short illness. 

A native of Baltimore, Mrs. Hawkins 
was a graduate of Forest Park High 
School. 

She is survived by her husband Glen 
Hawkins, a former trainer who is now 
employed by the Maryland Racing 
Commission. 

Bernard Klein 

Bernard (Buddy) Klein, proprietor 
of Pleasant Meadows Farm in Upperco 
(Md.) for some 30 years, died July 7 in a 
tractor accident while mowing at his 
farm. He was 66. 

A native of Baltimore, Mr. Klein 
raised horses and cattle, and for many 
years trained a stable at Timonium. 

He is survived by a sister, Roslyn 
Klein, and a brother, Louis Klein of 
New Jersey. 

Charles Lamparter 

Charles H. (Larry) Lamparter, a 
longtime owner and trainer on the 
Maryland circuit, died June 12 follow¬ 
ing a long illness. He was 84. 


A native of Manheim, Pa., Mr. Lam¬ 
parter developed an interest in racing 
through his mother, who owned, 
trained and drove Standardbreds. He 
got his first Thoroughbred in about 
1940, and continued to train a stable of 
home-owned horses, mostly claimers, 
until the 1970s. He was also in the res¬ 
taurant business, owning the Califor¬ 
nia Inn, in Laurel, which he operated 
himself before his retirement about 12 
years ago. 

Mr. Lamparter, who lived in Laurel, 
is survived by his wife Arlene (Kay) 
Lamparter; two sons, Larry Lamparter 
of Laurel and Dennis Lamparter of 
Cambridge (Md.), and two grand¬ 
children. 

John E. Owens III 
Rose Ann Owens 

John E. (Jack) Owens III, 56, former 
owner of Maryland-bred millionaire 
Little Bold John, died May 25 of injuries 
sustained in an automobile accident. 
His wife Rose Ann, 54, also died in the 
accident. 

A native of Harwood (Md.), Mr. 
Owens made his fortune in several 
businesses, including sand, gravel and 
cement, land development, trucking 
and a schoolbus franchise. After semi- 
retiring in the mid-1980s, he began 
buying horses, with John J. (Jerry) 
Robb as his trainer. The two had re¬ 
markable success, campaigning not 
only Little Bold John, but additional 
stakes winners Robyn Dancer and Al- 
den's Ace. 

Owens became disenchanted with 
the business last fall, and sold all of his 
horses to Robb. For the last year, Mr. 
and Mrs. Owens had divided their time 
between homes in Florida and Wittman 
(Md.). 

Mr. and Mrs. Owens are survived by 
a son, Mark E. Owens, of Huntington 
(Md.); two daughters, Judy Gooding of 
Palm Beach Gardens, Fla., and Jackie 
Ford of Harwood, and six grand¬ 
children. Also surviving are Mr. 
Owens's sister, Barbara Chapman, of 
Harwood; Mrs. Owens's father, George 
C. Stumpf, who lives in California, and 
her two brothers, George E. Stumpf of 
California and Thomas G. Stumpf of 
Bowie (Md.). 

Jimmy Richardson 

"He died doing what he loved best," 
as one of his many friends observed. 
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Longtime Maryland horseman James 
(Jimmy) Richardson suffered a fatal 
heart attack while ponying a horse to 
the post at Pimlico on June 16. He was 
62. 

A native of Bel Air, Mr. Richardson 
could not remember a time when he 
wasn't involved with horses. Ten years 
ago, in a Maryland Horse interview, 
he recalled applying for his trainer's li¬ 
cense in 1949: "Raymond Archer let me 
have an old horse which I took to Havre 
de Grace. When I got there Mr. 
Flanagan (then head steward) asked 
me whether I was going to ride or train. 
'You know you can't do both,' he said. 
Since I was a terrible rider, that wasn't 
much of a choice. That was the only 
trainer's test I ever had." 

A graduate of St. Paul's School in 
Baltimore, he served in the Army in the 
early 1950s, then became a regular on 
the local half-mile circuit along with his 
wife, the former Sally Thomas. After a 
stint (1957-'61) as broodmare manager 
for the late Larry S. MacPhail, the Rich¬ 
ardsons went into business for them¬ 
selves, leasing Panorama Farm in For¬ 
est Hill (Md.) There they stood a 
number of stallions, including Amber- 
nash, Cedrus and Thinking Cap, and 
also boarded and trained. 

The Richardsons and their five chil¬ 
dren—all of whom helped out—were 
"a race track 'Brady Bunch,' " in the 
words of The Evening Sun's Ross Ped- 
dicord, "clean cut and horsey, and Jim¬ 
my projected a sort of 'Father Knows 
Best' image." 

They left Panorama in 1979, from 
then on working mainly at the race 
tracks. Although Mr. Richardson 
trained his best runner, minor stakes 
winner Jay Mar's Buck, in 1983, their 
small operation was gradually 
squeezed out as Maryland racing grew 
more competitive in the 1980s. Jimmy 
Richardson saddled his last horse four 
years ago. In recent years, he and his 
wife were employed by trainer Barclay 
Tagg- 

The Richardsons' twin daughters 
Sandy and Lisa are both employed on 
the backstretch and have a thriving 
business ponying horses in the after¬ 
noon. Their father occasionally filled in 
for them. He was taking the place of 
Sandy, who had gone to a horse show, 
when he was stricken. 

Mr. Richardson is also survived by 
two sons, Jamie, track maintenance su¬ 


pervisor at Pimlico, and David, of 
Herndon, Va.; and another daughter, 
Leslie Gosey of Towson. 

Henrietta Riggs 

Henrietta Howard Riggs, 83, a farm 
owner in Olney (Md.), died July 8 at 
Meridian Nursing & Rehabilitation 
Center in Silver Spring. 

A native of Laytonsville (Md.) and a 
graduate of Stuart Hall Academy in 
Staunton (Va.), Miss Riggs operated 
Oatland Farm in Olney (Md.) with her 
late husband, Robert Hallowell Chi¬ 
chester, for some 20 years until his 
death in 1969. They raised corn, soy¬ 
beans, Angus cattle and Thoroughbred 
horses. Miss Riggs, who reassumed 
her maiden name after Mr. Chichester 
died, turned the operation of the farm 
over to her family in the early 1970s. 
Her son Gordon C. Keys is now active 
in the horse business as a breeder and 
owner. 

Miss Riggs's first husband, Gordon 
C. Keys, whom she married in 1931, 
died in 1933. Her second marriage, to 
Thomas Walter Stewart in 1936, ended 
in divorce. 

In addition to her son, she is sur¬ 
vived by a daughter from her second 
marriage, Mary Cook Brusnighan of 
Annapolis; a brother, Samuel Riggs IV 
of Laytonsville; seven grandchildren; 
and two great-grandchildren. 

Kennard Warfield Sr. 

Kennard Warfield Sr., 81, a longtime 
Howard County horseman, died July 3. 
His death occurred four years to the 
day, and almost to the hour, after that of 
his wife of more than 50 years, the for¬ 
mer Isabel Harp. 

Mr. Warfield raised cattle and horses 
at his Brotherly Love Farm in Glenelg 
for several decades before turning the 
property over to his son Kennard War- 
field Jr. A charter member of the How¬ 
ard County Hunt Club, he served as 
whipper-in for many years. 

He is also survived by four daugh¬ 
ters: Mrs. J. William Boniface, who 
owns and operates Bonita Farm in Dar¬ 
lington (Md.) with other members of 
her family; Mrs. John H. Wolsh of Boul¬ 
der, Colo.; Mrs. James Bird of Lusby 
(Md.) and Mrs. Henry Patrick of Severn 
(Md.); 12 grandchildren and nine great¬ 
grandchildren.

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LOOKING BACK... 


50 Years Ago... 

■ A list of horses nominated for the 
upcoming Maryland Futurity did not 
include cover girl Equipet, ''one of the 
top juveniles of the season." 
Breckinridge Long's homebred 
daughter of Equipoise was not eligible 
to the restricted stakes since her sire 
stood outside of Maryland. 

■ Winner of a junior writers' contest 
sponsored by Miss Elizabeth Ober, 
who covered horse sports for the 
Baltimore News-Post and American, was 
12-year-old Michael Smithwick, of 
Hyde. Entitled "A Three-Year-Old 
Prospect," Smith wick's first-place 
entry described how he turned a race 
track reject named Halethorpe into a 
hunter/show horse. Other award 
winners included Mike's brother 
Paddy, John T. Sadler Jr. and Harriet 
Stokes (now Iglehart, and a sometime 
contributor to this magazine). 

■ Leslie E. Keiffer announced the 
complete dispersal of his Inverness 
Farm Thoroughbreds at an auction to 
be conducted by the MHBA late in 
September. Keiffer intended to keep, 
and later lease, the stallion Jean Bart, 
but Charing Cross, whom he owned 
in partnership, was included in the 
sale. 

■ "The name of this little magazine 
might with almost equal grace be 
'The Maryland Angusman,' there are 
so many horsemen who are directly 
connected with or intensely interested 
in Aberdeen-Angus cattle," began an 
article about a sale two prominent 
cattle farms had scheduled in 
Frederick. Full histories and 
descriptions of the farms' foundation 
bulls followed. 


30 Years Ago... 

■ In the second (and final) 
installment of "Challedon, My 
Challedon," one of a series of profiles 
he was writing about leading 
Maryland-bred money winners, Joe 
Hickey detailed the racing career of 
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the two-time horse of the year. The 
first Thoroughbred in history to be so 
honored, Challedon "probably did 
more for the prestige of Maryland 
breeding than any other horse before 
or since." 

■ On the cover was John A. 

Manfuso's All Brandy, shown heading 
to the winner's circle after the 
Mermaid Stakes at Atlantic City. The 
homebred 2-year-old daughter of 
Double Brandy had never failed to 
earn a check in eight starts. 

■ Harry A. Love's bay colt by 
Decathlon—Mermaid, by ’^Blenheim 
II, was the highest priced Maryland- 
bred at the Saratoga Yearling sale. He 
was purchased by Leonard Sasso, 
who promptly sent him back home 
with Mr. Love to be broken. 

Entrusted with that task were two of 
the Loves' five daughters, 17-year-old 
twins Dorothy and Eleanor. "Harry, 
you see, raises his own exercise riders 
as well as horses on his farm," wrote 
Snowden Carter. 

Also at The Addition was a 
suckling full sister to Your Host 
(’^Alibhai—’‘^Boudoir II), who was 
being raised on a nurse mare because 
of the advanced age (23) of her dam. 
The roan filly appeared to be 
thriving. 

■ Response to the new Eastern Fall 
sales had been good, reported Fasig- 
Tipton Company, with 118 yearlings 
entered in the October auction. The 
Maryland Fall Sales, scheduled a 
week later, had drawn 91 entries. 


10 Years Ago... 

■ The exploits of Maryland-bred 
Pukka Princess, winner of four stakes 
in New Jersey over two months that 
summer, cast the spotlight on her 
owner/breeder C. Fred Kohler, who 
appeared on the cover with his 
identical twin brother Tyler. A 
bloodstock agent and insurance man 
in Middleburg (Va.), Fred Kohler had 
syndicated the 3-year-old filly's sire. 
Pukka Gent, and stood him at 
Worthington Farms in Glyndon 


(Md.), where Pukka Princess was 
conceived and foaled. Ironically, the 
stallion had been sold to a Texan on 
July 1, just as his daughter went into 
high gear. Notoriously difficult to 
handle. Pukka Gent had been 
declared equus non grata at 
Worthington and stood in Virginia for 
a year before being sold. 

■ In his 50th year of veterinary 
practice, reproduction expert Dr. John 
D. Gadd expounded his theories on 
infection in broodmares. He was 
convinced that "most genital tract 
infections in broodmares are basically 
intestinal in origin," as opposed to 
being systemic, carried through the 
bloodstream or lymph system. 

■ A story entitled "Harold Snyder 
and son David foresee an electronic 
future" accurately predicted both 
intertrack simulcasting and the 
increasingly important role of 
videotape in racing. The founder of 
International Sound Company, who 
learned electronics while serving in 
the Air Force during World War 11, 
employed his 23-year-old son as his 
full-time second in command. Their 
challenge was "to keep up with 
changes in the electronics field, and 
then adapt the equipment to racing." 

■ Among the Maryland-bred stakes 
winners profiled was Dance Forth, a 
3-year-old daughter of Dancing Count 
who took the Gala Lil and Twixt 
Handicaps at Timonium for owner 
James A. Bayard. Now a member of 
Mrs. Bayard's broodmare band. 

Dance Forth is the dam of current 
stakes star Balotra. □

Editorial 


Speaking from experience 


A handful of states, looking with envy on the Maryland Mil- 
lion, have sought guidance in developing similar events of their 
own. While even the organizers of the most successful imitations 
might not agree, two points seem fundamentally worthwhile. 

Avoid paying inflated purses for restricted races. 

Restricted events, especially abroad, have occasionally been 
staged with purses so high that, rather than serve as great promo¬ 
tions, they inadvertently made a mockery of the competition and 
invited discounting, and even ridicule, of the earnings. Further¬ 
more, any restricted-event purse that is high enough to overshadow, 
or detract from the significance of, a major open event, tends to 
confuse the public. It's a bona fide, if unrecognized, asset of the 
Maryland Million that its race purses have always been appropriate 
for the quality of its racing. 

Avoid collecting and redistributing industry funds. 

Collecting money from one part of the industry so it can be 
made available for another sector is a zero-sum game, and a waste of 
energy. While horse racing has a long tradition of owners throwing 
fees into a pot, like a poker ante, the industry can no longer afford 
such arrangements. An important reason to establish new programs 
should be to use industry funds to leverage new revenues into the 
Thoroughbred business. Over and above the total of all industry¬ 
generated revenues, Maryland Million has raised nearly $3 million 
from corporate sponsorships. 

The benefits of state-oriented racing days, such as the Best of 
Ohio Series, the West Virginia Breeders Classics, and the California 
Cup, are obvious. Marylanders may take special pride in the fact that 
in every case, the Maryland Million, now in its sixth year, has been 
credited as the inspiration.
